On Bartletts 


Increasing Volume For 
Interstate Markets 
Results In Limitation 


Increasing volume of California 
Bartlett pears for interstate markets 
has resulted in limiting shipments 
to 50 cars daily, R. W. Gray, man- 
ager of the California Tree Fruit 
Agreement, announced today from 
Sacramento headquarters. 

Decision to limit shipping was al- 
SO based on a recent survey indicat- 
ing that the volume available from 
all idstricts during peak periods will 


|exceed the amount advisable to be 


shipped. 

Recent increased shipments have 
that the in- 
dustry has held back early pears to 


/insure fruit of good maturity reach- 


ing eastern markets, according to 
W. P. Darsie, pear grower of Wal- 
nut Grove and chairman of the 
Bartlett pear growers’ commodity 
committee for the agreement. 

An integral part of the Federal 
pear marketing agreement, this 
shipping plan was originated and 
operated successfully first in 1934 by 
California pear growers and _ ship- 
pers, Darsie stated. 

“It is designated to regulate the 
shipments at either assembly or 
shipping points,” he added, ‘thus 
providing a flexible means for mov- 
ing fruit in an orderly manner to 
avoid glutting markets.” 

The Bartlett pear commodity and 
sales Managers committee both re- 
cently unanimously recommended 
that all shippers in the California 
Bartlett pear industry observe Sun- 
day holidays during the entire sea- 
son.

Unions Assist 
WPA Strike 


Organized Labor Fears 
Security Wage Cut May 
Reduce Scale Of Pay 


WASHINGTON, (lP—Strikes pro- 
testing reduction of wage rates un- 
der the 1940 work relief bill threat- 
ened today to stop work on WPA 
construction projects employing an 
estimated 150,000. 

Under the security wage system, 
which became effective Wednesday, 
skilled laborers are required to work 
approximately 130 hours a month 
for the same pay they formerly re- 
ceived for as little as 50 hours. 

Union leaders, fearing that aban- 
donment of the prevailing wage 
would cause private employers to re- 
duce their pay scales, called protest 
walkouts in New York, Chicago, 
Cincinnati, Milwaukee, Minneapolis 
and in smaller communities. Some 
of the walkouts were spontaneous 
protests of WPA workers them- 
selves. 

FEW QUIT 

SAN FRANCISCO, (lP—In an or-—- 
ganized protest against the new 
130-hour relief work month, the San 
Francisco building and construction 
trades council and the Workers Al- 
liance today called their members 
off WPA projects throughout the 
city. 

Harry Fell, superintendent of vari- 
ous park projects, including the 
Fleishhacker Zoo construction pro- 
gram, contended virtually all the 
men—600 at the zoo, 800 on other 
projects—had reported for work. 

“I don’t think more than 10 or 
15 men didn’t show up,” he said.

Jeroboam: A Man With a Great 
Opportunity 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
July 9 is I Kings 11:26-43, the 
Golden Text being Proverbs 3:6, 
“In all thy days acknowledge 
Him, and He shal) direct thy 
paths."’) 


LAST WEEK we had a glimpse 
into the wonders of Solomon's 
reign. He was renowned through 
all the then known world for his 
wisdom, so that people came from 
far away to visit him and bring 
him gifts. 

But with all his wisdom, Solo- 
mon was not wise enough to rule 
his life well. As he grew older he 
departed from the way of life God 
wished him to lead. He took many 
wives from foreign lands—700 
wives and 300 other women who 
lived at his court. These women 
of other religions worshiped many 
strange gods and weaned Solomon 
away from the worship of the 
God of Israel and of his father, 
David. 

The Lord was, therefore, angry 
with Solomon, and vowed that 
while he would allow Solomon to 
live out his life as king, his son 
would not be allowed to follow 
him in peace. And the Lord told 
Solomon that as he had not kept 
his promises made when he as- 
cended the throne, his son should 
lose all but one tribe of the 12 of 
Israel, the one he would allow him 
to keep because of David. 

Solomon had enemies in his 
own country, as of course many 
did not approve of his way of liv- 
ing, of his extravagance and tak- 
ing foreign women for wives. 
There was one named Hadad, an 
Edomite, who, when Joab, one of 
David’s captains, had killed his 
relatives, had fled to Egypt. He 
had found great favor with the 
Pharaoh, who had given him his 
own wife's sister for a wife. But 
when Hadad found this Joab had 
died and David, too, had “been 
gathered to his fathers,” he peti- 
tioned the Pharaoh to let him go 
back to his own people. Pharaoh 
was reluctant to do so, but he did. 


Jeroboam, Man of Valour ‘ 


Then there was Jeroboam, the 
son of Nebat, an Ephrathite, and 
servant of Solomon. Jeroboam was 

“a mighty man of valour,” and 
“seeing him so industrious, Solo- 
mon made the young man ruler 
over the laborers who were work- 
ing on the foundations of the 
walls of Jerusalem. 
ae one day Jeroboam went 
Jerusalem, and while 
aaiking in a field he met Ahijah, 
the prophet. You remember him in 


7- 


our last lesson, no doubt. Jeros 
boam was wearing a brand new 
garment, and when he encoun- 
tered Ahijah. the two being 
alone in the field, Ahijah de- 
liberately tore this new garment 
into 12 pieces, each piece symbol- 
izing a tribe of Israel. And Ahijah 
told Jeroboam that if he would do 
as the Lord wished, and walk in 
His ways, he would be made ruler 
over ten of the tribes. 

Solomon hearing of this affair, 
sought to kill Jeroboam. but the 
youth fled into Egypt, and stayed 
there until the death of Solomon. 
Solomon ruled for 40 years, and 
was succeeded by his son. Reho- 
boam. 

Isn't it sad that none of these 
rulers would keep the promises 
they made to the Lord when they 
were crowned? I suppose they 
would mean to do as the Lord 
wished, but were weak, and when 
they found themselves powerful 
rulers would forget to ‘walk in 
the way of the Lord,” and indulge 
in all sorts of evils. 


Parable of the Talents 

Apropos of this wasting of tal- 
ents is the parable told by Jesus 
in Matthew 25, of the master wha 
was going away and who called 
his three servants and gave one 
five talents, another two, and one 
to the third. And the one that 
had five talents traded with them 
and made five more; the one that 
had two gained another two; but 
the one who had only one went 
and buried it in the ground for 
fear he would lose it. 


When the master came again he 
who had five talents came and 
said he had five more than the 
original. And the lord said to him, 
“Well done, thou good and faith- 
ful servant:;thou hast been faith- 
ful over a few things, I will make 
thee ruler over many things: enter 


‘thou into the joy of thy lord.” 


And when the second came with 
his two talents doubled the lord 
said the same to him. But when 
the one who had buried his talent 
came and told what he had done 
with it, the lord was angry and 
took away his one talent and gave 
it to the one who had ten, for 
he would use it wisely. 

It always is so, those who 
squander their talents, whether it 
be money and property or health 
and mental gifts, lose their tal- 
ents and are disinherited. While 
those who are sober and indus- 
trious, making the most of what 
they have, may not always win 
wealth in money and property, but 
are happy and fee) that life is 
worth while, they truly “enter into 
the joy of their Lord.”

The futile fusileers have built a 
maginot line about the cellar po- 


enough to defend it against any 
‘challenge from their rivals, the Bos- 
, ton Bees. 


Beaten in 14 ot their last 16 
games the Phillies are playing so 
miserably that their admirers are 
enthusiastically visioning a worse 
|record than that of last year when 
; the club won but 45 games during 
the entire season. If their pitchers 
;can just keep from falling into a 
; Winning slump, and their batters 
fight off hitting streaks, there is 
|a good chance that the team can 
immortalize itself by breaking the 
record of 117 games lost in one 
season, which was established by the 
| Philadelphia American League club 
in 1916. 

Philly followers have long been 
jealous of this mark made by the 
Athletics. They have coveted it for 
their team for many years, and Doc 
Prothro, manager of the Phillies, 
could own the town if only he 


could “inspire” his boys to a point 
where they could better it. For a 
while this season there was a feel- 
ing in Philadelphia that the Phil- 
lies not only would crack this mo- 
dern mark of games lost in one 
year, but would make a bold bid 
for the all-time mark of 134, set by 
Cleveland in 1899. 

But Morris Arnovich has wrecked 
this beautiful dream. Armnovich, who 
apparently lacks the true Philly 
Spirit, has been hitting at a tre- 
mendous clip all season. With a cal- 
lous disregard for the team’s wel- 
fare Arnovich has led the league's 
hitters, and it appears that he must 
be traded or sold before the Phillies 
can become the complete and ut- 
ter doormats of the league. Time 
and again this season Arnovich has 
thoughtlessly stepped to the plate | 
and and won a game for the club 
after his teammates had appeared 
to have lost it beyond redemption 
How long the other players on the 
club will stand for this sort of thing 
is problematical. It is very trying for 
a team to have one man spoil a ter- 
ribly played game and snatch de- | 
feat from its very grasp. | 

When the time comes for the elec- | 
tion of a new captain of the Phil- 
lies the players are going to be hard 
put to decide between Max Butcher ; 
and Al Hollingsworth. These two | 
pitchers have contributed whole- | 
heartedly to the misery of the team 
and are due a lion’s share of the | 
credit for the team’s having such a | 
firm grasp on last place. In nine | 
Starts Hollingsworth has fought 
through to nine defeats and Butch- | 
er, while he slipped up on two oc- | 
casions and won games, has more} 
than atoned for these lapses by 
pitching 11 beautiful defeats. 

This is Doc Protho’s first year as 
manager, but the team has more 
than fulfilled his expectations. He | 
came to the Phillies knowing it was 
the weakest baseball club in the 
league, but in less than three 
months of play the team has gone | 
out of its way to show its new man- 
ager that it not only was the weak- 
est in the National League, but 
also might well be the weakest in 
the Three-Eye or the Evangeline 
Twilight loops. 

A stranger to the team, Protho 


has done well to keep it as low as | 


it is. Next year, with a knowledge of 
the team’s strength and how to sub- 


due it, Protho should have little 


trouble in guiding it to new and 
worse records.
